Dominion Mail Summary- 

The Govornor-Gononil anil fftinily loft 
Ottawa for Qiicboc on tho lOth inst. It 
is understood that during tho suminor 
Lord Dufl'erin %Yill spend somo tinio in 
coasting along tho shores of tho Lower 
St. Lawrence and tho Gulf in his yacht 
after which ho will niako a tour of tho 
Maritime Provincoa, including Prince Ed- 
irard Island. ■ 

The remains of Sir Georgo Cartier were 
landod at Quebec on the night of tho 8th 
and ceromoniea attendant thereon aro de- 
scribed u3 the most solemn, imposing 
and touching ever witnessed in tho coun- 
try. At the church gate two women wore 
'"kapcked down and trampled, ic is feared 
^ fatally, BO great VTRS thopressiD of the 
human current. Another molaucholy in- 
cident is lelatod. Tho Hon. Dr. Eobi- 
tiille had oliargo of thocorcraonios, dur- 
ing which his fnthor died luul liis niothf-r 
was stricken witli jialisy. Owing to this 
Bad event ho was unable further to oon- 
•' duct tho proceedings, and liis place was 
' taken by tho Hon. Mr. Langeviu. Such 
•was Sir George's wolcomo back to Canada. 

Mr. Wilmot had returned from tlic 
River Credit, -whero ho had sot out on 
their own anconnt 10,000 yrjung salmon. 
It i.i tho intention of tho Governmoiit to 
oreot a iish-breoding institution at Gasjje, 
Bomowhat of tho same kind as that which 
' proved so very satisfactory at Nowcastlo. 
The Metropolitan and Bishop of Mon- 
treal reoommenda that tho IGth October 
next shall be held as a general day of 
thanksgiving thorough the country in tho 
Anglican Church. 

A Montreal paper statoa that a pnviilo 
telegram announces that Sir Hugli Allan 
has succeeded in "placing" the Canada 
Pacifio Loan, and that he -will leave on 
his return to Canada about the middle of 
Juno. 

An Ottawa oscbango says: Hon. John 
Carling, it is now authoritatively stated, 
is to bo the next Lieut. -Governor of On- 
■ tario. The appointment will bo ominont- 
ly satisfactory to his friends. 

A Grit paper says: There is said to bo 
apian brewing to liavo a full meeting of 
Parliament in August next. 

Leading papers advocate tho adoption 
of means for securing a correct report of 
the debates in Parliament in tho form of 
the English Hansard. Towards the close 
of the session the subject was up and tho 
^Government promised to give it cousi- 
•'^deration during the recess. 

An Ottawa exchange of tho 10th inst. 
says: About twenty French Canadians 
left this city yesterday by tho St. Law- 
• rence & Ottawa for Manitobo, where tlioy 
l^'intend to take up land and settle. They 
"were accompanied by the Rev. Fathor 
Iiiohot, who has succeeded in indiicing 
them to emigrate to tho Northwest.

flVen tor the insult offered to the 
Htish' flaff in February last, wlien 
three political refugee.s wore taken liy 
force out of the English Vico-Consul's 
house. Her Majesty's ship Niobc, 
commander Sir Lambton Loraine, was 
sent here to settle the matter and dc- 
mand satisfaction from the Dominican 
Government. Wlien the Niobo arri- 
ved hero Mr. Gonzales, the Governor, 
referred Captaiu Loraine to PrcHidcnt 
Baez, at St. Domiugo, saying that tho 
xnattor had been taken out of his 
Jiands. The Niobe therefore procoed- 
to , San Domingo city, when Mr. 
Baez refused to see tho Captain Lornino 
on the plea of ill health. Captain 
Loraine was, however, received by, and 
had an interview with, tho President's 
Ministers. As the intei-view with the 
]k]!inisters produced uo good results, 
Captain Loraine wrote a letter stating 
his demands, &o. To this lio received 
, an evasive reply; ho therefore wroto a 
second letter repeating his duniands, 
and stating that if they were not com- 
plied with, or he did not get a proper 
answer to his questions by 6 p.m., he 
should consider himself at liberty to 
tako any further steps in tho matter 
ho might deem necessary. This 
brouglit tho Dominican Govern- 
ment to its senses, and Ijoforo 
tho stipulated time an answer was 
/ifeceived conceding all the demands 
made by Captaiu Loraine — viz. , the 
, restitution of tlio prisoners at Puerto 
Plata and tho rohoisting of tlic Con- 
sular Hag with a salute of 21 guns. 'I'hc 
Niobe returned to Puerto Plata, and 
yesterday tho prisoners wore given up 
. to her, and this morning at 8 o'clock, 
•V the Consular flag was rehoisted at the 
Vice-Consul's house by a Dominican 
official, in the presence of the captain, 
officers, and men of the Niolio, and a 
party of Dominican troops witii I heir 
officers; the Governor, Mr. Gonzahis, 
at tho head of the Dominioan trooj);i, 
giving the order to hoist the flag, the 
fort at the same time tiring a saluto of 
21 guns. Tho ceremony was vci-y bIioi I 
Mr. Gonzales not aiipeanng to like lii.s 
poaitioii. All tho other ^Vice-Consuls 
were present, and a largo number of 
Mfipcctators. The result of this affair 
'1- has given great satisfaction to all tho 
foreigners liere, aa they folfc it was ne- 
cessary to make tho Dominican (Jov- 
emment respect a custom wliicli has 
boon instituted in this revolutionary 
country for the good of all.

Coma, examined by the Attornoy-Gen- 
erbl, stated that.he saw the prisoner run

3d Pobruary last and that he followed tho 
kloooluiian to witness' house and wantod 
to got in, but witness would not let him 
in because there was a sick man inside; 
deceased was underneath tho wharf; Mc- 
Grath saw him-and prevented him getting 
np,' thisn went down°tlpon thO'i >beaoh • and 
hit him With' his 'flat and kub'okbd him 
down; deceased then got up and j)icked 
up a stone and tiirow it at prisoner, who 
thou took tho wnlkingstiak away from de- 
ceased and hit him over the head with it; 
witness told deceased to run away from 
tho prisoner and he did so, but MoGrath 
followed and kno6kefd- him down, then 
picked np a big stone and hit with it on 
th-c head; witness saw the iiloodgush out 
of deceased's head — at loasjt, he thought 
ho did; two Indians came along and told 
deceased to take hold of McGrath because 
they wanted to lick him; jjrisoner ran 
away and deceased, who wa- lying down, 
was pioked up and taken homo by tlio 
other two insensible; Witness did not go 
to see deceased but saw him buried four 
days afterwards. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Davie — Remem- 
ber giving evidence before Mr, Spalding 
six weeks ago to the effect that when pri- 
socer was running after tho klootchman, 
he (witness) couhl see; deceased on tho 
beach; it. was very light; deceased's 'walk- 
ing stick was apiece of board; ho was 
loo far ofl' to see whether prisoner took 
any bark or not; Jlctirath struck first with 
his iist; ho (deceased) took some small 
stones and threw them at lu-isonor; do- 
ceased let walking-tstick drop in order to 
pick up the stone.s; ho was sure MoGrath 
picked it up; [ Conujiel ([uoted witness' 
Htalomeiit at Xanainio;] did say that JIc- 
Grnth took tho stick from deceased; Mc- 
Grath throw deceased down, who then 
picked up stonea to throw at prisoner; 
one of tho stones struck prisoner on tho 
oar and made him very mad; witness was 
out of his boase when he saw what hap- 
pened; deceased asked 'prisoner to stop; 
prisoner struck him twice; [Counsel road 
from deposition ; J ho had not said then 
that he liad told ileceased to got up and 
g<j to his house; he did not say to Mr. 
Spiilding that he heard deceased say ho 
was too weak to get up and walk; Indian 
was buried before witness went away to 
Soowatti; ho did see him once 'when he 
was buried; witness heard that !McGrath 
was foiced to give blankets to the Indians. 

By tho Court — Coinacowcoma was wit- 
ness' mother's brother; prisoner asked 
the kloocluuan who told hor to take tho 
barkt'i" deceased said nothing when prison- 
er struck him; the stone was as big ak 
his list that struck deceased on the back 
of his head when ho fell down; did not 
seo any scnfllo between deceased and pri- 
soner; McGrath was drunk; witness was 
olo.se to them; deceased was as far as this 
hall from prisoner; deceased askod the 
prisoner to stop as he was Very near dead; 
deceased had-been siok some time; do not 
know whether any portion of deceased 
was oaten or not before dying; saw noth- 
ing more than a swelling on tho neck; 
McGrath took deceased by the hair of the 
head and gave a tv\-ist to tho neck, 

an Indian, sworn and examined 

by tho Attorney General — Witness stated 
that his name was Dokatsk; knew Mc- 
Grath and prisoner; witness was at Alert 
Bay; saw deceased four daj's after tho 
scufilo, when ho was dead; deceased waa 
in good health before ho was beaten. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Davie — When 
McGrath saw deceased was dead ho said 
ho wouht pay for it in blankets. 

In addressing tho jury for the dofence. 
^Ir. Davio showed that tho prisoner, about 
the ijth of .lanuary, was awakened by flio 
barking of dogs. He got up and saw a 
woman running awaj' with bark. Ho 
then went out and saw Comaeowcomii 
also with bark. Tho Indians liad been in 
tho habit of stealing from his pile of wood 
He struck deceased. It seoms from tho 
evidence that a great feast of human llcsh 
WHS about to bo given to tho S 



tribe, aiul deceased was destined to sup- 
ply Hush for this fea.'st. Ho was taken 
oat of the house where there was a .sii-k 
woman, whicli in tlioir opinion woulii 
contaminate the flesh. Deceased was 
therefore taken to another house, Tha 
evidence about the Priest's visit, tho tiir.(! 
of dying and burial aru so CLjnliicti ng 
thai It fails entirely to support the pro-ie- 
cution. In any other place a c«rouor'H 
inquest would be held, in the absence of 
which the law gives the prisoner the be- 
nefit of the doubt, [Here Mr. Davio 
quoted tho law. ] lie therefore asked tho 
jury to do ju.stice to the prisoner, a.s tlie 
ovidenco of tho Imlians should never 
liavo been taken. The more feasiblu 
story is that tho decca.seil hud been doom- 
ed to bo saoriliced for their feast. ■ 

I)r, Powell, Superintendent of Indian 
Ail'airs, sworn and examined by thecoun- 
ni'.l for dofenHO--Stat(!d that about four 
or live months ago prisoner camii^ to tj^e 
and told me about the death of th'iT, Indian 
and askod mo to have stops taken to in- 
vestigate the case, as it was reported that 
ho (tho itrisoner) had catised ids death j 
ho (Superintondont of Indian AftiairB) 
had told him tliat this was not with- 
in his power. 

His Honor in charging tho jury said 
that tho prisoner stood charged with tlie 
murder of tho Indian Comaeuwcoma. 
Prisoner by the gist of the evidence had 
proved the absence qf malice aforethougt. 
Tho indictmentcould bo altered to man- 
Klaiighter, whore niallco is still present, 
though not uforothought. If they be- 
lieved that tho evidence wasoither untrust- 
worthy or going to prove that inalico was 
not present tlion they would have to ac- 
quit tho ijrisoiier. Hero His Honor re- 
viewed tho evidence at great length luid 
concluded by leaving the case utterly in 
their hands, 

Counsel for defense quoted tho law to 
prove that tho connection between tho act 
alleged to have been committed by the 
prisoner and the death must he proved by 
tho ovidenco of porsonsjof professional ox- 
[)erioiu;e, Ili'i ilonor ruled that in thi.s 
case tho law could not apply. 

At this point of pi ooceilings 'Mr. Kay 
claimed the privilege at the hands of Hiti 
Lordsliii) which tho law allowed him, as 
(V)iuriis < of jsettipg- ;tjbe.|Oourt right 
on a jioiiit of law. His Lord8hij> had do- 
liuod the din'oronce betweon murder and 
inaaslaiight.or to bo malice iu tho one case 
aforotiiought, whoroas, in tho other, 
it was not uforothought although 
alwaj'S i^resont; whoroas from tho au- 
thorities, wo had on tl|io, tablp— Hale'H, 
Olarke'e ondBosooe'si Criminal Fracticea 
— the difiference was defined in man- 
slaughter having "a total alisonoo of ma- 
lioe, Whotlier this might nfl'eot this 
oasa or not it was not so clear; but it was 
uocesaary tliat tho law should bo rightly 
explained. 

His Honor snid that a mistako must 
hnvo ocourrod in tho reporter's notes, for 
ho had not so defluod tho diiforenco. 



Tho Attorney-General said ho had al- 
ready properly defined the law. 

Tho jury then retired an^.rotsrned in 
three-quarters of an hour .•.witliM Alio fol- 
lowing • 

■vbrdiot: i .l, •. 

Guilty of inanalaaghter, stronjly re- 
commended to ineroy. At the same time, 
the jury regret that there nio not greater 
facilities alForilcd to outlying settlers 
for the bringing of ofTeudors to justice, 
which often leads inou to take the law 
into their own hands. 

Court thon adjourned till noon to-day.

— Yesterday morning, 
sliortly after 7 o'clock, a very unfortunate 
accident occurred at tho Dominion Gov- 
ornment buiMiiigs now in courso of con- 
stru<^tion on the lot adjoining llio CoLo.v- 
isT BiJiLDiNO. Mr, Qoorgo Goodo, con- 
tractor for tho brickwork, entered tho 
safe for tho purpose of removing tho 
wood centro or form around which tho 
safe was built.and on whichit rested. IIo 
ascended d ladder and wasknocRiug away 
tho props whon the nrcli-way foil in witli 
itH own weight, <'overing Jlr. Qoode with 
bricks and injuring liiin iu a serious niaii- 
nor. Ho was iminediatoly dug out, and 
takon to tlin Angel Hotel, where Drs, 
Davie and Matthows nttoudod him and as- 
certained that both bones of tlio loft ankle 
are cnishod, producing a comminuted 
fracture. He is also cut about the head, 
face and arms; but his ])hyHician3 have 
full oonfidoiico in liis ultimate recovcrj'. 
Tho accident was caused by the recent 
rains v.'ettiug tho mortar and thereby pre- 
venting tho bricks from setting.
